Mayor Glascock's veto of tlie Frank- 


lin and Grove strfitMs franchise for an 
electric railway has excited universal 
comment, not only among lawyers 
more or leas familiar with tUe merits 
ot the question, but nmor.g citizens 
genersillr. who observe m this seeming 
conflict between oertuin provisions of 
the charter aud the general law. a 
tedious and vexatious delay in public 
improvements of every clihr^c'er. 
In a recent interview covering the 


action of Mayer tilascook aud his rea- 
sons for tuat action, W. C. Kirtletr, 
one of the Board of Freeholders and 
prominent in the councils of thut body 
while the charter WAH under ui$cussion» 
took oi-casion to say that the fratuers 
of the instrument had distinctly in 
tlieir minds the probability of electric 
motor roads, ami 
tho charter 
was 


framed in that particular, so that such 
fraiH'liib03 could liegranted. 


Mr. Bartlett wis of tbe opinion that 


all tne members of the Freeholders 
Committee fully understood this mat- 
ter and were agr *d that if this or other 
provisions uf the charter conflicted with 
Iho general law that tha legislature 
would modify those sections of the 
code to meet such important special ex- 
igencies. He cited

tbi> general law abolishes police courts, 
while the Freeholder*, believing in the 
absolute necessiiv of such court?, made 
provision.for tlieiu in the charter, and 
tbe validity of this question is now uu-

by the Supreme 


Com t. il was tbe opinion of the Free- 
holders that general laws would prevail, 
ami they proceeded on tbe assumption 
(hat they were tu frame as perfect an 
instrument as possible, trusting that 
future legislators would correct any 
point wherein the provisions of the 
general law might be antagonistic to 
cities working under special charters. 
In Ibn opinion ol Mr. Bartlett it was 
not within the province of the Mayor 
to brine up the question at all. He 
was elecled under the charter which he 
helped tci frame and it was bis duty to 
enforce the ordinances enacted in ac- 
cordance with it.

In 1878 a 


man came along with a bull team, 
saw the mighly falls of the Spokane 
river, and concluded to sit ri^ht down 
there. He sat—he squatted in fact— 
and today ho is rated at .$: ,000,000.

The new Unitarian Church will be 


one of the handsomest buildings in 
this city, and it was to view the plane 
for this building that a number of tbe 
members of the 
Unitarian Church 


gathered-in the parlors of the Syna- 
gogue last evening. 


A description of this building will 


nut be out of place. The building is to 
be located on the lot on the corner of 
Fourteenth and Castro streets, opposite 
E. W. Playter'a residence, and it will 
occupy a plot 100x150 feet. This will be 
tbe only atone and brick cuarch in 
losn, »nd will resemble the Young 
Men's Chtistian AssociatiDn building 
in that particular when completed. It 
will cost about $45.000 or JSO.OOO to 
complete this building, tbongh as yet 
the society has raided nothing for their 
uewbouseof worship. A few months 
ago $10.000 were subscribed, but Itev. 
G. W. W«ndte,tbe pastor, has destroyed 
th s subscript on, nod he will make an 
efljrt this winiiT to raise a larger 
amount. 


The building will cover 100x135 feet of 


thi; lot, the main building to face bnth 
on Castro and p'ourtf-entb streets. The 
niiiin tower, on the corner, wilt stand 
up 100 feet hich. The main auditorium 
is about. 55x100 feet, which includes the 
rostrum and vestry. The entrance is 
into two lobbies at tbe two corners, and 
from there into tbe mam auditorium. 
Between tbeae two lobbies is quite a 
large sized room to be used for mnr- 
rhi^esand minor ceremonies. Above 
tbc-e is tbfl gallery, reached by winding 
stairways in the -owers. The back L»f 
the auditorium is occupied bv tbe rus- 
triiru, which i* sixteen feet deep. On 
either side of tbis is the choir gallery 
and the pastor's vestry. 


'J he eastern portion of thelot is to be 


occupied by a building to be known as 
the btarr King Fraternity Library. It 
is two stories high Hnd will be devoted 
mostly to tbe fraternity. 
The lower 


floor will be a Hbrarj* and meeting hall 
for them, and the second floor will be a 
study for the pastor and a dining hall, 
while a kitchen will occupy tbe rear 
portion ol ttie first floor. Each flour is 
arranged so that it can be thrown into 
one laree hall, and several stairways 
:onnect tbe two floors. 


Connecting tbe two buildings will be 


the Sunday school roo:n. This will bi 
a o ie-?tory bnildinp and wiil set back 
some 20 feet or more, so as to allow of 
n circular driveway and porte cochere 
nitb. a lawn in front. The school room 
will bo 40x50 feet, and

in East Oakland. 


AN UNUSUALLY PLEASANT EVENT. 


Tha Weather Wag Stormy, but tbe 


Attendance Wai Largre — A Plain 
Talk on Good, Sonnd Senicr. 


The Pilgrim Congregational Church 


was not jammed and packed last night, 
but it was comfortably filled in spite of 
a pouring: rain by as appreciative an 
audience as the Kev. J. B. Silcox often 
addresses.
